Claims 20 -24 and 31 - 36 are drawn to a 3' azido substituted aryl phosphate derivative of 
d4T, wherein an amino acid residue and halogenated aromatic group is a substituent of the 
phosphate moiety. 

Claims 25-30 are drawn to a method for inhibiting vims repHcation in a cell infected with a 



McGuigan anticipates the claims as it teaches the compound (see col. 7, where RIO = azido;
